Whatever the success of Ranger 6 turns 
out to be, we Americans are on our way 
to the moon. We’re halfway there by 
technological measurement. 
We have a rocket — the Saturn — pow­ 
erful enough to send a moon ship on its 
way. We have a plan for landing on the 
moon’s surface and taking off for a 
return trip to the earth. 
We have the scientists who can work 
out the details of the project, and we 
have the wherewithal to pay the expenses. 
Only one thing can hold us back. 
That is the fact not everybody wants to 
climb mountains. 
Getting to the moon Is compared to 
climbing mountains. People climb moun­ 
tains because they’re there; everybody 
knows that. 
When they have climbed up the moun­ 
tain, they come down No scientific know­ 
ledge has been gained. There is nothing 
to do on top of a mountain. Mountain 
climbers are half dead when they get 
there and could not stay alive there more 
than a few hours. 
But they have proved something to 
themselves. They have climbed a moun­ 
tain. They have earned deep personal 
satisfaction. 


The question is whether the nation 
would earn deep collective satisfaction by 
going to the moon. Actually, the question 
is whether the nation wants to pay for 
the deep personal satisfaction 
a few 
a s t r o n a u t s would derive from the 
adventure. 
We don’t know. 
Matter of fact, it never occurred to us 
that mountain-climbing itself might be 
turned into a national project someday, 
with everybody paying for the personal 
satisfaction of the adventurers.

One Substantial Difference 


Disorders approaching race riots sob­ 
ered Cleveland and other Ohio communi­ 
ties when school board integration orders 
were put into effect. 
Screaming, hysterical women and fist- 
awinging hoodlums who turned out to fight 
the police have had their counterparts in 
every integration disorder in the Deep 
South. 
Though th# Issue in Cleveland was dif­ 
ferent. the difference was of degree, not 
kind In Cleveland, the uneven growth of 
neighborhoods and school districts makes 
It desirable to transport colored students 
In buses from overcrowded areas to less 
crowded areas. Integration has been ac­ 
cepted practice for generations. 
Civil rights groups in the Negro com­ 
munity have been demanding more mix­ 
ing of white and colored pupils. This af­ 
fronts the same kind of people who have 
turned out in mobs in Southern cities to 
block mixing of white and colored pupils. 


There is one substantial difference be­ 
tween Cleveland the Southern cities. 
No elected official in Cleveland. Cuya­ 
hoga County, northern Ohio, the state of 
Ohio, or the tier of states running west­ 
ward from New York and Pennsylvania is 
giving encouragement to screaming wom­ 
en and fist-swinging hoodlums. 
They are acting against the morality and 
the law of their community. 
The horror of segregation riots in the 
.South always has been the tacit and some­ 
times explicit approval of public authority. 
There is no approval in Ohio for people 
who take out their sense of inferiority by 
abusing Negroes. 
Inferior people exist everywhere. The 
Important thing is to suppress them, nev­ 
er encourage them The unforgivable sin 
of Southern politics has been to give en­ 
couragement to the least worthy elements 
of the white populace.

All we know ahout Southern governors 
who accept invitations to speak on college 
campuses up North Is that they have 
high curiosity value. 
The same thing happened to 
Fidel

And what 
concessions! 
They demanded, and won. four 
hours pay for lunch. They de­ 
manded, and won, triple pay 
for what is really a single load­ 
ing operation They got "danger 
of death” pay, though none 
came near dying. They got “ un­ 
healthy pay” when conditions 
were sanitary. 
The triple pay for loading de­ 
veloped because the port of 
llheus is too shallow for freight­ 
ers 
to 
come 
alongside 
the 
docks The cocoa must be float­ 
ed out to the ships lying out­ 
side the harbor. For this the 
181 men get triple shift pay— 
they are paid once for moving 
the cocoa from the warehouse 
to the lighters; once for hoist­ 
ing the cargo onto the decks 
and finally for getting it down 
the hatch 
The four hour lunch pay re­ 
sulted from their demand that 
they eat on dry land 
They 
already had a two flour lunch 
period To get them to and from 
the docks back onto the ship 
took two hours. To save this 
valuable 
time, 
the 
shippers 
agreed to pay a two hour bonus 
if the men would eat aboard 
the vessel. 
That 
made four 
hours pay. 


THEN 
CAME

“ ghoul 
stevedoring ' phenomenon Cer­ 
tain regulations are in effect 
which call for extra men to 
work as the decks, hatches and 
holds are loaded The additional 
men would have to be obtained 
shoreside and then taken out to 
the waiting ship. 
To save time the shippers 
agreed 
to 
pay 
the original 
work gang of ll men the addi­ 
tional pay of 
ghost’’ longshore­ 
men if the ll would do some 
extra work a little more quickly. 
Soon there were as manv as 
50 ghosts Thus, a gang of ll 
men got the pay of over 60 
cargo slingers 
Ship masters, eager to get 


the cargo aboard, have paid for 
as many as IOO guests — or 
more than twice the number 
of the entire membership of 
the stevedore local in llheus. 
The longshoremen also de­ 
manded a IO per cent surcharge 
for working unhealthy ships and 
cargo — including one vessel 
which originally had loaded ce­ 
ment but had been washed for 
a full month. If the dockwal- 
lopers did not work on certain 
days, they got double time for 
doing nothing. 
In all, they boosted the cost 
of loading and unloading a ton 
of cocoa to $10 26. This com­ 
pares to $12 a ton in most parts 
of the United States The wages 
of the 183 stevedores ran from 
$125 to $250 a week in a coun­ 
try where I bought a f i l e t 
mignon sandwich for 16 cents a 
few months ago. 


THE PORT of llheus was. of 
course, abandoned by most ship­ 
pers 
Today, a once gay city is 
deserted 
Its hotels are near 
empty. Its commerce is being 
choked off The movie houses 
have but one evening showing 
and patrons are scarce. Most of 
the night clubs are shut. 
The people are poverty strick­ 
en — except for the 181 long­ 
shoremen who have guaranteed 
work because the government 
moves in state-owned vessels.

Troubles are multiplying all 
over the world for the United 
States government, which still 
refuses to look facts in the face 
and 
instead 
follows a pol­ 
icy of wishful 
thinking and 
avoidance

truths. 
For the big­ 
gest s i n g l e 
fact is t hat, 
whether 
In 
S o u t h Viet David Lawrence 
Nam or Cyprus or Berlin or 
Africa or Cuba or Panama, the 
hand of evil is communistic 
and is directed by the Kremlin. 
Although the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization 
and the 
Southeast Asia Alliance are sup­ 
posed to hold things together 
against Russia and Red China, 
another unpleasant fact is that 
a major partner in both alli­ 
ances — France — has broken 
away. This helped to cause the 
overthrow of the government in 
South Viet Nam. where the fear 
had developed that French in­ 
timacy with the Red Chinese 
would, by the deceptive process 
of “ neutralization.” hand the 
country over to the Commu­ 
nists. 
Yet, In the midst of such in­ 
trigue, the United States main­ 
tains 15,500 troops in S o u t h 
Viet Nam. where already more 
than IOO Americans have lost 
their lives and many others 
have been wounded. About $1.5 
million a day is the cost to the 
taxpayers of this country. 


WHY ARE the American mil­ 
itary forces in South Viet Nam0 
The official answer is that they 
are present at the “ request of 
the South Viet Nam govern­ 
ment” . But there have bedh 
three governments in succes­ 
sion in recent months in that 
country, and it s evident that 
the United States has become 
involved almost inextricably in 
the internal affairs of Vie! Nam 
on the pretext that this is ne­ 
cessary to hold the (Commun­ 
ists in check and p r e s e r v e 
world peace. 
But as the Communist ap­ 
paratus spreads its operations 
throughout the world and med­ 
dles in Cuba, in Panama, and 
in other Latin-American coun­ 
tries. as well as in Africa and 
Asia, the main culprit — the 
Soviet government — is treated 
as if no crime has been com­ 
mitted anywhere. 
Subversion by the Commu­ 
nists is denounced and infiltra­ 
tion condemned, but the United 
States continues futile talkfests 
in Geneva on the subject of 
"disarmament,” even as the 
Russians themselves refuse to 
take the word of the American 
government that an unarmed 
training plane strayed across a 
boundary. 
There is not the slightest sign 
of the mutual trust and good 
faith so essential to any suc­ 
cessful negotiation between civ­ 
ilized governments. 
Meanwhile, the involvement 
grows more and more exten­ 
sive every day. President .John­ 
son has been asked to send mili­ 
tary forces of this country as 
a part of an international expe 
dition to help police Cyprus and 


maintain order there as be­ 
tween Greeks and Turks. 


THE BRITISH, who have just 
been called 
upon to rescue 
some of their former colonies 
in Africa from anarchy, have 
eliminated their military draft 
and are expecting other coun­ 
tries. including the U n i t e d 
States, to help them out. 
It's apparent also that the 
“ anti-colonialism” dr i v e, fos­ 
tered with such vehemence by 
Soviet propaganda, has caused 
a state of anarchy in many 
African countries whose peoples 
are not being allowed to exer­ 
cise their right of self-determin­ 
ation. Despotic rulers have aris­ 
en to impose totalitarian gov­ 
ernments and the usual forms 
of tyranny that Communism es­ 
pouses. 
The 
S o v i e t 
government, 
which is 
responsible for the 
provocation of trouble on every 
continent, maintains an inno­ 
cent posture, and the f r e e 
world 
selfishly 
and 
foolishly 
consents to furnish economic 
aid to the Communist side of 
the “ cold war.” 
It’s a tragic situation for which 
the peoples of the West must 
take much of the blame. Many 
leaders, moreover, and many 
segments of the press — in Eu­ 
rope, especially — are adopt­ 
ing a course of appeasement 
toward the Soviets. 


DESPITE ALL the mischief 
being wrought by the Moscow 
government, 
the 
sending 
of 
goods — including the sale of 
wheat — and the lending of 
money to the “ cold war” ene­ 
my are considered legitimate. 
This is vigorously defended in 
london. Paris and Washington. 
as well as in other capitals of 
this hemisphere. 
What is the answer? It is to 
sever commercial and eventual 
Iv, lf necessary, diplomatic re­ 
lations with any government 
that cannot be trusted to keep 
its word and that refuses to 
cease violating the oldest prin­ 
ciples

and the words of the United 
Nations Charter which condemn 
any interference by an outside 
power in the internal affairs 
of any other country.

You walk into the kitchen 
and turn a faucet

You don’t have to carry it 
on 
oxen, 
horse or 
donkey 
miles from a muddy stream, 
you don’t have to pull buckets 
of it up from a sour, d a n k 
well; you don't have to wor­ 
ry about 
typhoid 
fever, 
or 
animal dirt, or any of a hund­ 
red offenses to health and the 
senses 
which 
plagued 
men 
years ago - or even today in 
many places. 


The water in our homes is 
taken for granted Only when 
service is interrupted for re­ 
pair 
do 
we 
realize 
t h e 
amount of work and equip­ 
ment and technical develop­ 
ment involved in bringing it 
to us — and how vital this 
service is for modern civiliza­ 
tion. 


R E U S E OF the Ohio River. 
In its many diversions into in­ 
dustrial plants and community 
water systems from P i t t s - 
burgh to Cincinnati, amounts 
to 14 per cent of its total vol­ 
ume in a normal season—in 
an unusually dry season, it 
reaches 14 to 15 per cenl. 
Yet, 
through 
development 
of filtering and treating pro­ 
cesses in the past 70 years 
and through establishment of 
sewage processing systems in 
the past 15 years, the Ohio 
River continues to provide an 
enormous, consistently s a f e 
water supply for millions of 
people along its banks. 
Water, of course, consists of 
hydrogen — 11.18 per cent by 
weight — and oxygen — 88 RI 
per cent by 
weight. It 
is 
slightly blue, unless otherwise 
colored by sediment or chemi­ 
cals. 
It descends from the atmos­ 
phere as rain, sleet, hail or 
snow, draining into lakes and 
streams and occasionally into 
your shoes and collar. 
The Ohio River has no shy, 
hidden childhood, but springs 
a full - blown river in the 
public eye at Pittsburgh, the 
result of a happy junction of 
the Monongahela which reach­ 
es into West Virginia and tile 
Allegheny

wanders 
from New York and northern 
Pennsylvania 


T H E 
RA IN 
DROP

bounces into a gutter at Mor­ 
gantown 
and the snowflake 
which flutters onto a roof at 
Salamanca. 
N. 
Y., undergo 
quite a change before they 
spurt up in a drink for a 
Westgate first grader 
Dust, smoke, various types 
o‘ otfal and sewage, steel and 


chemical plant wastes, mine 
drainage and other impurities 
are met along the way. the 
droplets are frozen, heated, 
treated, dirtied, treated again 
and on and on. 
A battery of bacteriological 
and chemical tests are taken 
of the city’s water after it is 
pumped from the Ohio Riv­ 
er at the P’.ast End filtration 
plant, 
according 
to 
Donald 
Duke, superintendent. 


The 
water 
is 
transferred 
from 
the 
river 
to 
settling 
tanks where 95 per cent of 
the unwanted content is re­ 
moved. then to the filter beds 
for the remaining chemical 
and bacteria removal and to 
the pumping .station for dis­ 
tribution. 


There are three stages of 
water processing at the plant 
—treatment, filtering and dis­ 
infecting. 
For treatment, 
the water 
department adds chlorine to 
destroy bacteria, chlorine di­ 
oxide for taste and odor con­ 
trol and also to kill bacteria, 
charcoal to remove unwant­ 
ed odors and tastes, and alum 
and lime to precipitate sus­ 
pended matter. 


T H E W A TER is taken from 
the two. I million gallon set­ 
tling 
tanks 
and 
passed 
through 
the 
six, 
20-square- 
foot filter beds, containing 24- 
inches of sand on top of 15 in­ 
ches of gravel. 
The 
water 
flows through these beds into 
a 15-foot deep clear well from 
where it is transferred to the 
pumping station. 
Disinfecting includes anoth­ 
er addition of chlorine a n d 
chlorine dioxide. 
About 50 pounds of liquid 
chlorine and 
eight 
to 
t e n 
pounds of chlorine dioxide are 
used daily at the plant. 
Francis Wise of 1505 Penn­ 
sylvania Ave , city chemist 
for three years, makes t h e 
bacteriological tests and eight 
to nine chemical tests daily 
from four or five sources in 
the water processing. 
Wise tests the raw river wa­ 
ter. the treated water, the fil­ 
tered water and the disinfect­ 
ed water, along with samples 
of water taken from random 
sites in the system through­ 
out the city. 
He makes at least one test 
“ for the records" each day 
from these sources, plus sim­ 
ilar tests which are not re­ 
corded but which help keep 
tabs on the controls 
The bacteriological tests are 
used to seek out the deadly 
coliform types, derived from 
sewage, which cause typhoid 
fever, enteritis and dysentery. 
Samples of water are placed

in tubes In a lactose broth, 
a mixture of milk and sugar, 
or in an agar solution which 
provide a fast - growing cul­ 
ture for bacteria. 


A F T ER 24 HOURS the tubes 
are checked for the gas which 
the bacteria gives off or the 
samples are inspected under 
magnification for a bacteria 
count. The amount of bacteria 
determines 
the 
amount 
of 
chemical 
control 
needed 
to 
cleanse the water. 


Chemical tests are also ta­ 
ken to find the turbidity, or 
muddiness of the water, along 
with alkalinity, acid factor, 
hardness, amount of chlorine 
and chloride dioxide 
which 
has been placed in the water 
at the plant, and for iron and 
manganese. 
The acidity or alkalinity of 
the water is measured by a 
factor termed PH 
A neutral 
water is a PH 7—lower than 
that is acid, higher is alkaline. 
Raw river water is about 
PH 6 8 to 6 5, according to 
Duke, while the water depart­ 
ment tries to make the city 
water slightly alkaline, adding 
lime to make it about PH 8 3 
to 8 6 
lf the waler is too alkaline. 
it "tuberculates" mains and 
pipes lf the water in the river 
becomes very acid, say a PH 
of 4 5 due to industrial waste 
or mine drainage, it kills fish 
and has to be treated to a 
great degree.

W SW K R : Although soapstone is largely composed of the 
mineral talc. and group-up talc is often used in soap making 
that is not why it is called soapstone The name comes from 
the slippery feel of the stone, which Ronnv is noticing in our 
picture Soapstone and talc are both 
metamorphic" rocks - 
meaning the\ have been altered by great pressures at one 
time They are both unusually soft for rocks; Jenny is actual­ 
ly scratching a bit of talc with her fingernail. There is a scale 
of hardness and softness for minerals, and talc belongs in the 
sofest group. 
Because of its softness soapstone is easily carved and 
soapstone sculpture was made in ancient times by Chinese, 
Assyrians and Egyptians. Soapstone resists acids and elec­ 
tricity, so is often used in making laboratory table tops It 
is also a good lining for fireless cookers and laundry tubs. 
Talc in slab form is also used for such purposes and when 
ground to powder, is used in making crayons and chalk be­ 
sides being valuable in soap manufacture. Its greatest value, 
however, is in the making of the toilet preparation called 
talcum.
